REMARKS 

Claims 11-15, 17-20, and 22 are now pending in the application. Claims 1-5, 7, 
9, and 10 are cancelled without disclaimer or prejudice to the subject matter contained 
therein. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the 
rejections in view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Woods et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 7,058,834) in view of Stapleton et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 
6,574,577). Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stapleton et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,574,577) in view of Heimbigner (U.S. 
Pat. No. 4,363,978). These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Although Applicant disagrees with the Examiner, Applicant cancels claims 1-5, 7, 
9, and 10 to facilitate prosecution.
